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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The computer moving image file 1 .rmvb is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the publication promotes and supports the use of violence 
and coercion to compel any person to submit to sexual conduct in terms of s3(2)(b) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPCAct). 

The publication is the first chapter of a sexually explicit Japanese production that features 
Japanese performers and is in the Japanese language. One feature length film has been 
downloaded as six individual chapters and each chapter has been submitted as a separate 
publication. The title of the production is translated as Female Investigator With Huge Tits, 
Rape. The total running time of each chapter is 18 minutes 24 seconds. 

This publication depicts several scenarios where three women are sexually assaulted and 
one instance where a woman is dmgged with the intention of sexually assault. The sexual 
violence is presented as a legitimate activity by men in a position of intimidating power. 

The publication encourages the viewer to find the sexual assault and humiliation of woman 
sexually arousing. Therefore, the publication promotes and supports the use of violence 
and coercion to compel any person to submit to sexual conduct. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication 
interferes with the freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with 
Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the FVPC Act are deemed to 
be objectionable.
